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"While tlio Batne of Franklin lias been 
bo prominently before the public of late, 
in connecting with the celebration at 
lj().-t<>n, it may not be uninteresting to 
give some account ot his only son, Wil- 
liam, about whom we think Utile is 
known by the community at large. — 
Unlike his father, whose chief claim to 
veneration is for the invaluable services 
he bas rendered his county in her great- 
est need, the son was from first to last, 
a devoted loyalist Before tbe Revolt)- 
war he held several civil and military 
offices of importance. At the com- 
mencement of the war he held the office 
of Governor of New Jersey, which ap- 
pointment he received in 17l>3. 

When the difficulties between the 
mother courtry and the colonies were 
coming to a crisis, he threw his whole 
influence in favor of loyalty, and en- 
deavored to prevent the legislative as- 
sembly of New Jersey from sanctioning 
the proceedings of the General Congress 
at Philadelphia. The efforts, however, 
did but little to stay the tide of popular 
sentiment in favor of resistance to tyr- 
any, and soon involved him in difficulty. 
I |e was deposed from office by the whigs 
to give place to William Livingston, and 
<( tit a prisoner to Connecticut where he 
remained about two years in Ivtst Wind- 
sor, in the bonne nf Captaia Ebe nene i 
Grant, near where the Theological Sem- 
inary now stands. In 1778 he was ex- 
changed, and soon alter went to Eng- 
land. There be spent the remainder of 
his life, receiving a pension from the 
British government for the losses he had 
sustained by his fidelity. He died in 
181?, at the age of 82. 

As might be expected, his opposition 
to the cense of Uberty , so dear to tin; 
heart of ins father, produced an es- 
trangement between them. For years 
ihey had no intercourse. Wen in 1784, 
the son wrote to bis father, in reply, Dr. 
Prank fill says: 'Nothing has ever hurt 
me so much, and ( fleeted me with such 
keen sensations, as to find myself desert- 
ed in my old age by only son; and not 
only deserted, bol to find him taking up 
nrm* ngainsl me in st cause wherein my 
good lame, fortune and all were at stake.' 
In his will, also he alludes to the part his 
smi noted. Alter making him some be- 
quests, In; adds. "The part he acted 
ngainsl me in the last war, which is of 
public notoriety, will account lor my 
lea\ iiiix him no more of an ( state he en- 
deavored to deprive me of." The pa 
ti ioti.-m of the father stand* lorth sill the 
brighter when contrasted uith the de- 
sertion of the son. — Newburpoil Her- 
ald. 

Oms or tbb Speeches. — Job. Kolik was 
one of 'em on the slump. A double- 
barrelled throat, and lungs as large as a 
Iwo busln 1 basket, enabled him to elec- 
trify his constituents up to the fighting 
point in less time than it would take a 
Susqm liannn raft t" go over Niagara 
Fall*. His great speech in Bobb 
Stufibs's U B acre lot was a cru-her. For 
the sake of posterity we give an extract: 

'Fellow citizens — Von might as well 
try 10 dry up the Atlantic Ocean, with a 
broom straw, or draw ihis 'ere stump 
from under my feet with a harnessed 
gadfly t ns convince me that I ain't gwine 
To be elected this heat. My opponent 
don't stand a chance — Dot U sniff. Why, 
hr> ain't as intellectual as a Common-si- 
zed shad. Fi Hers, 1 am a hull team 
with two bull dogs under the wagon and 
a tar bucket — 1 am. If t bar's anybody 
this side of whar the sun begins to blis- 
ter the earth that can wallop me, let him 
show himself — 1 am ready. Hoys 1 go 
in for the American eagle — claws, stars, 
stripes and all; and may 1 burst my ev- 
erlasting buttonholes, if I don't knock 
down, drag out and gouge everybody as 
denies me.

ROAD LAW. 



An Act to amen 1 the road law ot'IIarrison county. 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the C sw n ana w s sJt h of Ken- 
tucky; 

} 1. That t lie roarl law now in force in the county of Harrison, be 
SSaJtheSBSSS is hereby repealeo. 

| 3. That the roail law now in force in the ennntv of Braekdn, bs nml 
same is hereby made the law tor the county of Harrison, as fully sad ef- 
fectually as if (he same were recited in llns act. 

Approved February 1"». 1856. 



The following' are the acts anil amendments thereto concerning the 
road law in Bracken county, adopted by the fo re g o i ng set* to-wil: 

An Act regulating the Public /toads and Highways it Lira* ken coun- 
ty. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Cointnonweiltb 
of Kentucky, That it shall be lawful for the county court of Bracken, ;it 
their Aprii, May, June or July term r.e.\t, a majority of nil lbs justices in 
commission being present to declate, upon their order book, that tbis art 
shall be the road law of sa id county, and upon s^id 1 ourt making the de- 
claration aforesrit', the law in relaMou to the improvement and repairing 
of roads ;n said county, shall be as follows, and shall take stfeVet from and 
after the time it is so declared by said court to be the law si si ! coun- 
ty. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That each election precinct in said 
county slip 1 1 be, and the same is hereby declared a road precinct, and 
that, said court shall immediately, upon their declaring said actio be the 
road law of said county, proceed to appoint a commissioner in each and 
every precinnt in said county, who shall, in open court, take the follow- 
ing oath or atlirmation, to-wit: "I, A B, do solemnly swear or atTirm. ns 
the case may be, that 1 will fairly and impartially, to the b"st of my skill 
and ability, pcrlorm the duty of road commissioner daring my eoniinue- 
ancc as such, secnrdisjg to law." The taking nf which oath shall also be 
noticed on the book of said court kept for that purpose; ami said com- 
missioners shall, at the sume term of their appointment, cuter into bond 
with good and sufficient security, lobe approved of by said county court, 
payable to the Commonwealth of Kentucky, for the faithful performance 
of Ins or their duties as commissioner or commissioners, and on which 
bond, any person considering himself aggrieved, may sue, and one re- 
covery shall be no bar to another suit or suits, and no overseer shall act 
as such, until he shall have taken the oath, and executed the bond as 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That said commissioners amy appoint 
in each road precinct suitable person or persons as overseers, and them 
remove at pleasure; and it shall be the duty of such overseers when ap- 
pointed, to cants tbs roads in his precinct to be improved and kept in re- 
pair agreeably to law, under :he direction of the commissioners of their 
respective precincts, if he shall choose to direct the same; and the said 
commissioners, all being present, may compound with any individual 
liable to work on public roads, for certain improvements and repairs to 
be made on one or more parts of any road or roads, and to b? ROpt up by 
such individual in lieu of Ins liability for any number of years that may 
be agreed upon, and such contract shall be reduced In writing and filed 
with the clerk of the county court for safe keeping, and pro .•codings may 
be had thereon in the circuit court of the county, either by sail or by 
motion, ten days' previous notice having been given; and the circuit court 
may, upon rendering judgment against the defendant for a breach of said 
bond, enter an order vacating and setting aside the said contract, as to nil 
time to come, if goed cause be shown, or wiih the consent of both par- 
ties therein, in case the couit shall be satisfied that las public interest 
will be promoted thereby; and no jury shall be nesessary in the trial of 
any proceeding on the contract, unless one of the [ ai ties thereto siial re- 
quire it: Provided, however, That nothing in this section shall be so 
construed as to compel any person to work on any road out of the pre- 
cinct in which he resides. 

Sic. 1. Be it further enacted, That the said commissioners shall he 
considered a body corporate, nnd by the name of the road commissioners 
of Brookes county, may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, defend 
and be defended, answer and be answered, and by the name and Styls 
aloreskid, may contract and be contracted with, in relation to any of the 
objects direct or incidental for winch they were appointed, and they and 
their successors shall be considered iu law us a body existing in per- 
petuity: and they may receive by gift, subscription, osviss or contract, 
any estate real or personal. ebofSS in action, securities or Other thing for 
the use md benefit of the public roads in said county of Bracken: and 
shall, in all cases, where the purposes and intent of the donation, sub- 
scription, devise contract is set forth or manifested, appropriate the thing 
therebv received according the such direction or intent: Provided, how- 
ever, That any person injured may nnd shall, for the malfeasances, tres- 
passes or conduct incompatible with tho powers granted bv tiiisnet of in- 
corporation, on las part of any one or m o re of said commissioners, anl 
his or their security or securities, in their individual right, and in thai 
character, shall they alone be liable for the wrongs herein before SIsh) 
mentioned. 

Sb<\ ft, Bo it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the clerk nf 
the county court of said county of /Jracken. etthis ten Say I after the re- 
turn to them of the books of the commissioners of the revenue in encfa 
year, to make out for the road commissions s COlBplnlS copv I he root*, and 
famish tbs same on request; and it shall be the doty ot the road SOeaoi is- 
sinners, forthwith to furnish each of the overseers, by them appoifl i i, 
their respective road precincts, with a transcript of so much of said com- 
missioners' books, its will embrace all the parses* and property within the 
bounds ol his precinct, showing in an appropriate column, the ssanani ol 
revenue to be paid by each individual within the bounds, at u rate to be 
fixed by said commissioners, not exceeding ten cents on tho one hundred 
dollars, and add to that revenue a poll tix upon each white innlo Utbebls 
within said county, a d upon each ma'e amongst 1 lie free negroes an l inu- 
la-.toes within thoir county, not exceeding one dollar, nor under fifty ernN: 
and each overseer appointee as sforessid, shall, f rom time to time, as oc- 
cason shall make it necessary, call upon the individuals, so within bit 
precinct, to work upon the particular road of which he is overseer, SSSil 
each pers o n liable to a revenue or poll tax as aforesaid, shall have work 
ed upon the public road a length of time equal to one day, for ever'. Hf. 
enty-live cents, to which such tax shall amount; and tl is estimate shall de- 
termine the quantity of work due upon tho road by each person liable In 
t!ie same: Brovided, however. The county court of said county may, for 
good cause ,-howu,' exempt any person whatever from the whole or any 
part of the labor, which woulil bo doe by the aforesaid estimate; but SOCh
